ATHLETIC  DIRECTORS

allowed  to  field  a  football  team  this  year,  when 
there  was  more  good  football  material  on  the 
campus  than  ever  before  in  its  history.

Miss 
Lewis  put  new  life  into  the  sagging  girls' 
athletics  by  stimulating  new  interest  in  this 
field.  She  has  many  interesting  events  lined 
up  for  the  coming  year  and  women's  athletics 
at  Howard  have  definitely  taken  a  turn  for  the 
better. 

Coach   Roberson   came  to   Howard   to   take 
over  the  duties  of  assistant  in  physical  educa-
